Marshal Oyuma, who it in command of

\Voi, annonnecs tho completo surrender 
«f the Chinc.se on laud and soa. He also 
nnuoiuiccs that Admiral Tiufj and two 
other officers committed sntcide after 
addressing a Ictte-r tVona the C'luncno 
flagship ftcceptiiiK the Japanese demands. 
The Chinese soldiers garrisoning tho 
forts on the island of Liu-KniiR-Tao, the 
last of tho defences of Wei-Hai-Wei to 
hold ont against tho Japanese, and tho 
feailors of tho CJhinoso ficot were to bo 
taken beyond tho Jap.incMiliii"s and lib- 
erated, while the captured officers and 
the foreigners will hi- convoyed away by 
ship before they aro given their liberty.

STRIKE OFF. 


It CtMt the En«rmon« Amount of Thr«* 


Million Dollar*, 


BROOKLYN, Fob. IS.—District; Assem- 


bly No. 75, Knights of Labor, afc a meet- 
ing bold yesterday called off the strike 
611 tho Brooklyn Heights and the Brook* 
lyn, Queens' County and Hulmrbaii rail- 
roads. 
This notion will permit tho 
strikers of 33 roads to return to work or 
at least apply to be taken back. 
la^The strike, which has lasted 84 days, 
has cost an enormous auicmnt of money. 
Three million dollars is considered by 
those directly involved a moderate esti- 
mate. When the strike started it was 
stated that District Assembly No. 75 
had from $60,000 to $80,000 in its frreas- 
my. About $05,000 was subscribed by 
sympathizers. All this has been fepent, 
and the $350,000 wages the men would 
have earned has been lost. Tho Brook- 
lyn Heights Railroad company was the 
heaviest loser among* the roads. It is es- 
timated to have lust directly $000,000, 
Tlie other systems have lost close to 
IHQO.OOO. 
JJJTho cost to the city WM! the state for 
the troops is expected to exceed $250,- 
000. 
Tho damage dona by eai-a made 


by inexperienced motorrneu is placed at 
$100,000, and the loss in earning ca- 
pacity by the militia during their stay 
in Brooklyn, is conservatively estimated 
at $250,000.

it recedes the piston ia gradually 
checked by the cushion of glycerin 
which it has to force through the 
narrow part of the rifling, and the 
great shock of the recoil is taken up 
aa gently as though it ran against 40 
cartloads of feather pillows. 


Under tfae gun there is another pia- 


ton that raises and lowers the muzzle 
of the piece. But the most interest- 
ing thing about the gun ia the am- 
munition elevator and the telescopic 
rammer that charges the piece. The 
immense steel projectiles are a load 
for four or five men, and there i* 110 
pounds of powdei^to a charge, BO that 
paasing it up from the hold by twrvl 
ia out of the question. At the breech 
of the gun there is a regular small 
freight elevator, with three cars of 
three horizontal tubes laid one above 
the other. 


In the first tube is the steel pro- 


jectile and in the second and third 
the powder charges. An thi» elevator 
cornea up past the breech the tele- 
scopic rammer, which ia a series of 
hydraulic cylinders fitting into each 
other, slides gently out and poke* the 
shell and powder cartridges one after 
the other into the gun. 


The horizontal movement of the 


{run ia given by the rotating turret 
in which it i» placed, and all the 
sighting ia done over a slender steel 
rod in the conning tower on the top 
of the turret, the rod's position al- 
ways corresponding to that of the 
pin.—Washington Post.

What 
s called the ordinary solar spectrum 
a produced by allowing a ray of sun- 
ight to enter a narrow slit and p' <w 
through one or more prisms. If a bit 
f red gloss be held over the slit, the 
whole length of the spectrum is not 
reddened. There is no color in the 
spectrum of the glass when that color 
does not exist in the ordinary (rain- 
bow) spectrum. If the red glasB.be 
pretty pure, only red and a little 
orange are viable in the spectrum. 
All the rest is cut away. Wonderful 
is it also that the colors seen in nat- 
ural objects are chiefly residuals left 
after internal absorption. 


A tulip with green leaves can only 


be seen in pure light or in the corre- 
sponding colors of the spectrum. U 
it is placed in the red band of lua 
spectrum, the flower shines brilliant- 
ly red, while the leaves shins dull 
red, not green. If moved to any oth- 
er bond of the spectrum, the red pet- 
als become black, and the green alters 
much.—Longman's Magazine.

and even venerated host we were 
riaited by nearly all the magistrates 
of the city. The Ling Darin was 
never before compelled to answer so 
many questions. In self defense he 
was at last forced to get up a stereo- 
typed speech to deliver on each so- 
cial occasion. The people, too, be- 
sieged the palace gates and clamored 
for an exhibition. Although our own 
clothes had been sent away to be 
boiled, we could not plead this as an 
excuse. The flowing 'Chinese gar- 
ment, which had been provided from 
the private wardrobe of the long 
Darin, fluttered wildly in the breeze 
as we rode out through the city at 
the appointed hour. Our Chinese 
•hoes also were constantly slipping 
off, and as we raised the foot to read- 
just them a shout went up from the 
crowd for what they thought was 
some fancy touch in the way of rid 
in«."

In the Fortnightly Review Mr. Ber- 


nard Shaw inveighs against the pi- 
anoforte. 
He is disposed to think 


that it is a mistake to regard it in the 
light of a musical instrument at all 
and almost assumes that we have 
done so only because we possess so 
little musical culture. Hif arguments 
are based on highly learned techni- 
calities, which it will take a Mus. Doc. 
to understand; but, as a critic justly 
observes, while the greatest masters 
consent to write for the piano aad 
the most accomplished musicians 
will play upon it the ignorant laity 
will continue to listen and enjoy.

is economized by substitution of a coil 
of pipo on walls of ceiling for the bulky 
ice bunker, and that this refrifjeratiou 
can be employed for mauy purposes and 
places where xco cannot bo used at al). 
Added to all this ia tho fact, of para- 
mount importance, that where much 
refrigeration is required the cost of a 
machine ami its operation is fiir less 
than the cost of icu sufficient to no an 
equal amount of work. 


These advantages have proved so great 


u practice that every brewery, packing 
houso, cold storage warehouse or other 
establishment requiring a large amount 
of refrigeration contains its individual 
refrigerating plant. Where consumption 
amounts to ten tons or more of ice daily 
the question of economy will be almost 
invariably decided in favor of the ma- 
chine. If less than ton tons be required, 
the cost of a machine and its operation 
may oxoeod tho cost of ice sufficient to 
do a similar amoniu of work. In many 
cases the superior quality of the refrig- 
eration obtained, its cleanliness, relia- 
bility and convenience or the require- 
ment of moro intense cold tlian ice will 
produce secures the adoption of the ma- 
chine. Therefore small machiues are 
frequently found on shipboard, in ho- 
tels and apartment bouses and in many 
manufactories, but most of the icegatb- 
erod from rivers and lakes or made in 
factories is not consumed by the few 
who require large quantities, bat by th» 
many, who severally require less than 
ten tons a day. 


The effort to bring this superior re- 


frigeration within the reach cf small 
consumers has taken two directions— 
Sha production of small aud inexpensive 
automatic machines and a system of, 
supply of the refrigerant from centra! 
stations. The first has failed hitherto, 
Because the balance of constantly vary- 
ing pressures, temperatures, strength oJ 
solution, etc., is too complex a matter 
for purely automatic regulation.' With- 
out constant skilled attention the ma- 
chines work unsatisfactorily, while the 
relatively high cost of plant, fuel and 
cooling water in operating on a small 
scale defeats economy.—Chicago Times.
